_ (Read Numbers 13:1, 2, 21-33.) 


Formerly I have spoken, giving a 
testimony of what God has done, and 
is doing, over the world in the mission 
field. ‘Today I want us to consider what 
can be done with the help of the Lord. 

Though the spies sent in to search out 
the promised land when the Children 
of Israel had reached Kadesh-Barnea 
brought back the report.and evidence of 
a good land, because of the giants in the 
land they recommended that, feeling as 
grasshoppers in their sight, there was 
no use to try to go in and take the land. 
They had forgotten that God had given 
them the land, and it was not their 
strength that was needed to possess it. 
Little is much if God is in it. So much 
to be done and so little to meet it, is not 
propaganda from heaven, but from be- 
low. . 

Caleb said, “Be still; let us go up at 
once, and possess it; for we are well able 
to overcome it.” Some might say, “Don’t 
you think that that was quite presump- 
tuous of Caleb to make such a state- 
ment, to take such a stand?” No, he was 
a man of faith. He dared to believe 


God. 
Let us draw a parallel. The Lord has 


given His people, the church, a real . 


possession. The Lord has already given 
it. The possession? Let us read Psalm 
2:8“... I shall give thee the heathen for 
thine inheritance, and the uttermost 
parts of the earth for thy possession.” 
Someone asks, “Wasn't that promise 
given to the Son of God?” Yes, but in 
Romans 8:16,17 we read: “The Spirit 
itself beareth witness with our spirit, 
that we are the children of God: And 
if children, then heirs; heirs of God, and 
joint-heirs with Christ ...” So then, the 
promise is given unto us as joint-heirs 
with Christ. God has already granted it 
to us. Come, and let us take the in- 
heritance. 

For nearly 2000 years we have been 
doing a good deal of “spying around.” 
We look at Africa, South America, 
China, India, the islands of the sea, on 
the Rand-McNally map; we perceive 


that there are many souls in these lands, 
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many who have never yet been reached where he chooses to send them? The 


with the gospel of Jesus Christ. But 
there are many obstacles; so many things 
come up before us to hinder us, to delay, 
to discourage our putting the effort 
forth—there are “giants in the land.” 
These places are so far away. They are 
no farther away than they were before 
the war. ‘They are not too far as far as 
Uncle Sam is concerned. If consecra- 
tions can be made to his cause, how 
much more should they be made for the 
cause of the Lord. 

Some say that it’s going to take a lot 
of money. Surely. Let some Caleb 
arise and remind us that we can take the 
land, that God has made the promise. 
But we must go in and possess it. 

Hudson ‘Taylor told of an incident in 
China when a man had fallen overboard 
into the river. The other sailors were 
indifferent and went right ahead with 
their work. He called to them to come 
quickly, that the man would soon drown 
without help: “What do you offer us?” 
they asked. “It’s not a matter of money, 
a man is dying,” cried the missionary, 
“help him.” “What will you give us?” 
was the answer. “I don’t know, but all 
that I have,” and he prepared to empty 
his purse. . . . This story stirred the 
crowd in London to whom he told it; 
it should move us out of indifference. 

We want the possession of what God 
has promised, but we must remember 
that it costs something. We are doing 
for the war effort what we said could 
never be done for God. I am not against 
a cent given for the war effort; but I 
say that if it can be done for that cause, 
we can do it for God. Also, the United 
States affords daily nine million dollars 
for its liquor bill, millions for its cigar- 
ette bill, more millions for the cosmetic 
bill than for missions; and more is spent 
on chewing gum than is spent for mis- 
sions. I am not against chewing gum, 
but I am ashamed that more interest is 
shown in it than in missions. 

Some people give a few dollars, and 
think that they have sent the missionary 
to go out and convert the world. What 
would happen if Uncle Sam sent his 
army, navy, marines, and fliers through 
the land to raise their fare for trans- 
portation to Guadalcanal, or any other 


thought is ridiculous. When our homes 
are jeopardized we reason it out and 
feel that it pays to take care of these 
military matters. It proves that we can 
do it if we want to do it. 

Caleb said, “We are well able to 
possess the land.” We can be thankful 
that there are Calebs today calling us 
to get busy, to rise up, that we are able 
to do what we’ve thought couldn’t be 
done, that what God has promised us, 
we are able to possess. 

If we were in any other country 
than the United States of America, what 
would we have? Bombed homes, star- 
vation, destruction, famine, death, and 
misery. God in His mercy and love has 
permitted this country to have no terror 
by day or by night, but this is now a 
land of good incomes, high salaries—a 
land of plenty. 

God holds us responsible for that 
which we are able to do. As our ability 
increases our responsibility increases, 
preachers included. 

Let us consider: during the past 30 
days, how much time, how many hours, 
have I spent for the lost? Has it been 
as much as five minutes? How many 
dollars have I given that the gospel 
might be spread to the ends of the earth 
—and how much have I put into the 
bank and into war bonds? When we 
give, however much, we won't begin to 
give what Jesus gave—He gave His 
blood, His life, His all. 

Because the Children of Israel were 
fearful, they stayed for 40 years where 
they were—in the wilderness. Being 
fearful will cause us to fail to press on 
for God, we'll be caused to stand still, to 
make no progress. Let us do something 
practical; let us go, let us give, let us 
pray. 

Some ask about the five million dol- 
lars that is wanted to be raised for the 
cause of world missions. They ask, “Do 
they in Springfield want to salt away 
that much until the war is over?” No, 
as doors open to the fields, and there is 
someone to send, they are to be sent out. 
There are not only the proposed 500 
new missionaries, but the 300 on the 
field need to be better equipped.

We are bringing this message to you 
from two texts. The first of these is 
found in Matt. 7:15,16, and the sec- 
ond is found in 2 Peter 3:16,17. We 
desire to call your attention to the one 
word “beware” found in each text. 


We are living in the midst of the 
false, the spurious, and the counterfeit. 
If there is one class of people in these 
end days who need to beware of these 
things, it is the Pentecostal people. Sa- 
tan hates and fears our movement; hence 
he will try to beguile us lest we do 
his kingdom too much damage. The 
truth which God has committed unto us 
runs so close to the border that unless 
we beware, we shall be “led into the 
error of the wicked” and wrest the 
Scriptures unto our own destruction. 

As Christian leaders, assembled in 
this Council, we must stand against 
these things. We are subject to criticism 
from without our movement; also, there 
are many questions asked by the hun- 
gry-hearted members within our ranks. 
As shepherds, we are required to give 
a reason for the hope that is within us. 
At first glance this message may seem 
to be tearing down all that we hold dear 
in Pentecost; but follow us prayerfully 
and carefully, and it will be seen that 
instead of tearing down, we are building 
up something sure that will stand the 
test of God’s word, and the attacks of 
the enemy. Moreover, we shall be en- 
abled, as under-shepherds, to answer 
questions which are asked us. 

Our first text naturally divides itself 
into two portions; that which deals 
with false prophets Cvs. 15) and that 
which deals with fruits Cvs. 16). 

Let us look now at some of the false 
prophets mentioned in the Bible. While 
the prophets themselves were false, and 
their motives evil, yet often their ut- 
terances were the very word of God. 
As our second text says, here are “some 
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things hard to be understood,” and 
unless we “beware,” we shall surely 
fall into “the error of the wicked” to 
our own undoing. 


We call your attention to Baalam 
(Num. 22-24). Balak, the king of Moab, 
wanted to get rid of Israel, so he sent 
for Baalam, a prophet, to come and 
“curse me this people.” He wanted to 
make God and His prophet serve him 
in his own evil designs, and therefore 
offered Balaam rich rewards for his serv- 
ices. Balaam, a prophet, mind you, will- 
ing to prostitute his high calling, and 
to use his God-given gift of prophecy 
for such a mercenary purpose, starts on 
his journey, and “God’s anger was 
kindled because he went.’ What a 
strange mixture is found in this prophet, 
as in all false prophets, of the Word of 
God and the lust of the flesh. 


Balaam is now on the mountain over- 
looking the camp of Israel, intent upon 
cursing God’s people, and reaping his 
worldly reward therefrom. It was here 
in this place of lust and evil design that 
“God met Balaam ... and the Lord 
put a word in Balaam’s mouth” (23:- 
4,5). Read the four prophecies uttered 
by this man upon this occasion. Study 
them carefully. For dignity, beauty and 
scope of prophetic truth they have not 
their superior in all the Bible. Yet they 
were uttered by a false prophet. See 
how repeatedly God met him, put His 
own words in Balaam’s mouth, gave to 
him visions of Himself, and even put 
His Spirit upon him (24:2). Yet, all 
the time he was out of God’s direct will, 
and desire for ill-gotten gain was actuat- 
ing his conduct. Let none imagine that 
his words were untrue, for does not the 
record say that they were the words of 
God put in Balaam’s mouth by God 
Himself? Look at the 17th verse of the 
24th chapter. Could words be more 
sublimely and provhetically true? They 
even testify to Balaam’s own hope of 
some day seeing the Lord. Yet, they 
were uttered by one “who loved the 
wages of unrighteousness.” Small won- 
der that some are moved to exclaim, 
“how can these things be?” 


A noteworthy characteristic of Ba- 


laam’s utterances was that he heard the 
word, and saw the vision with “his eyes 
open” (Num. 24:4, 15, 16). At that 
very time he was not asleep, neither had 
he his eyes shut. It was daylight, and 
Balaam was moving around in full view 
of King Balak, and the large crowd of 
his followers. How very similar to some 
of our modern Balaamites! But, unlike 
their illustrious progenitor, these pres- 
ent-day Balaamites do not hesitate to 
call down maledictions upon God’s peo- 
ple who do not agree with them. 

Failing in his efforts to curse Israel, 
Balaam now proceeds to corrupt Israel, 
by teaching her to “commit whoredoms 
with the daughters of Moab” who were 
subjects of this same King Balak (Num. 
25:1-3, Rev. 2:14, Num. 31:16). How 
characteristic of false prophets every- 
where! a 
Before we leave the study of Balaam 
let us consider another phase of his min- 
istry. Peter says of him that he “loved 
the wages of unrighteousness.” (2 Pet. 
2:15). How familiar this expression is 
when compared with the practice of 
some moderns. In this same chapter 
(2 Pet. 2:3) Peter warns that “through 
covetousness shall they, with feigned 
words, make merchandise of you.” No- 
tice the expression “with feigned words.” 
Invariably such as these explain their 
need of money “with feigned words.” 
They will tell you how hard up they 
are, and that they spend none of the 
money on themselves, but that it all goes 
into the Lord’s work, etc. Yet there is 
no public check-up on their finances to 
see if these things be true. On the con- 
trary they are much grieved if any one 
suggests such a thing. Thus they “make 
merchandise of YOU.” 

Look next at Deut. 13:1-3. Here we 
find God warning His people of false 
prophets who shall arise showing signs 
and wonders which shall actually “come 
to pass whereof he spake unto thee.” 
We are apt to follow the reasoning of 
Gamaliel, a worldly-minded Pharisee, 
that if “this work be of man it will come 
to naught.” However, such reasoning is 
not always Scriptural, nor always safe 
to follow, for there are now, and always 
have been, many falsities in the world, 
purely of man, which instead .of com- 
ing to naught are on the increase. The 
foregoing Scripture speaks of signs and 
wonders which shall come to pass, and 
why? Verse three gives the answer.

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STUDIES IN DANIEL 


STUDY V 


A Proud Monarch Humbled 
CHAPTER 4 
i. The Royal Proclamation 

Verses 1-3. What we have here seems 
to have been copied by Daniel from the 
original document among 
the state papers in Babylon. 
Possibly Daniel hesitated 
to relate in his own lang: 
uage the story of the terri- 
ble calamity that befell 
the king, and simply went 
to the royal archives and 
copied the account which 
had been written by the 
king himself. ‘This royal proclamation— 

1. Was issued by Nebuchadnezzar. 
At the time he issued it he was very 
near the end of his reign. He reigned 
forty-three years, and this proclamation 
is supposed to have been issued two or 
three years before his death. He was 
now an old man and was soon to be 
succeeded by his son Evil-Merodach. 
Read II Kings 25:27-30; Jeremiah 52: 
31-34. State papers are usually of little 
interest after the immediate time in 
which they are issued, but this state 
paper, which is one of the oldest, if not 
the oldest the world knows anything 
about, is of great interest to us. 

2. Was addressed “unto all people, 
nations, and languages, that dwell in all 
the earth.” The empire over which 
Nebuchadnezzar reigned was well-nigh 
universal. His came as near being world 
dominion as has that of any sovereign. 

3. Was accompanied by a salutation 
of peace. “Peace be multiplied unto 

ou.” The king had been a man of war. 
Nations had been conquered by him, 
and subordinate rulers whom he had 
appointed were ruling over them. They 
were paying tribute to Babylon. Nebu- 
chadnezzar was a king of kings. Every- 
where within the bounds of his vast 
dominions peace now prevailed, and he 
desired that peace to continue. We are 
not to think of these words as having 
been introduced as a mere matter of 
form; they expressed the sincere desire 
of the king’s heart. He doubtless hoped 
that never again he might have to draw 
his sword from its sheath. 

4. Had for its object a two-fold pur-

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pose. (1) That it might acquaint others 
with the manner in which God had 
dealt with him in order to humble him 
and bring him down upon his knees in 
repentance before Jehovah, and (2) to 
show how he himself had been affected 
by God’s dealings which he calls “signs 


and wonders.” 


II. The King’s Dream 
Verses 4-18. Notice— 


1. The time when the king dreamed 
(verse 4). When he was at rest in his 
house and flourishing in his palace. His 
wars were over; his enemies had been 
subdued; his great public works had 
been completed; the nations were at his 
feet; nowhere was his authority being 
disputed; he had riches and honors in 
abundance; he had probably said, like 
Job, “I shall die in my nest, and I shall 
multiply my days as the sand” (Job 
29:18), or, like the rich fool in the par- 
able, “Soul, thou hast much goods,” ete. 
See Luke 12:19. It was then that he

saw a dream. 


2. The effect the dream produced. 
It made him afraid. Had he ever been 
afraid before? He had faced armies 
upon the field of battle, and had never 
quailed. If he was ever smitten with fear 

rior to this time there is no record of it. 


If he had been apprised at this time 


that an army was battering at the gates 


of Babylon he would doubtless have 
mustered his fighting men, and gone 
forth, in a most fearless manner, to 
achieve another notable victory. He 
would not have been afraid. But he 
“saw a dream” and was terrified. Read 
Job 7:13-15. The resources of God are 
infinite. He can launch a thunderbolt, 
if He so purposes, or He can cause the 
evil-doer to “see a dream.” And no one 
can fight with a dream; no one can re- 
sist a dream. Carnal weapons are of no 
value in resisting dreams, or in resisting 
the influences that are produced by 
dreams. Belshazzar saw “fingers of a 
man’s hand” writing “over against the 
candlestick upon the plaster of the wall 
of the king’s palace,” and “his counten- 
ance was changed, and _ his thoughts 
troubled him, so that the joints of his 
loins were loosed, and his knees smote 


one against another” (5:5,6), and Neb- 


uchadnezzar “saw a dream” and it “made 
him afraid.” 

3. The decree the king made (verse 
6). It was a decree to bring in all the 
wise men of Babylon that they might 
make known the interpretation of the 
dream. 

4. The failure of the wise men of 
Babylon (verse 7). On a previous oc- 
casion, when the king had dreamed and 
had forgotten his dream, these wise men 
said that if the king would make known 
unto them his dream they would tell 
him the interpretation of it (2:7); now 
he was able to tell them what he had 
dreamed, but they were unable to give 
the interpretation. Or, as has been sug- 
gested, they knew what the interpreta- 
tion was, but feared to make it known, 
lest the king be displeased and give 
orders that they be imprisoned or ex- 
ecuted. 

5. The arrival of Daniel upon the 
scene (verse 8). Daniel was the head of 
the magicians, but it appears that he 
waited until the others had had their 
opportunity. Daniel was a modest man. 
He did not push himself forward; his 
whole life was characterized by the rare 
grace of humility. 

6. The appeal the king made to 
Daniel (verse 9). It was an appeal to 
interpret the dream. In it the king ex- 
pressed confidence that Daniel would 
be able to do so for the reason that in 
him was “the spirit of the holy gods,” 
the word here rendered “gods” being 
the Chaldee Elahin, corresponding with 
the Hebrew Elohim, the divine title of 
Deity in its plural form as found in the 
Bible about 2,700 times, the first occur: 
rence being in Genesis 1:1. It is usually 
rendered “God.” It sets forth the doc- 
trine of the trinity. 

7. The account the king gave of the 
dream he had dreamed (verses 10-18). 
Let the student read carefully these 
verses. The word “geer,” rendered 
“watcher” occurs only in this chapter. 
It is found nearly a score of times in the 
Book of Enoch, and there is used to de- 
scribe the archangels. In the Septuagint 
the word here is the Greek equivalent of 
the word “angel.” Here Moffatt renders 
it “angel-guard,” Dr. Gordon, “guard-

“In a drastic rever- 
sal of its religious 
broadcast policy, the 
Mutual Broadcasting 
Company announced 
that effective Septem- 
ber 15, all religious 
program _ broadcasts 
distributed by MBC 
will be limited to one- 
half hour on Sundays 
only, and none after 
1 p.m. — Soliciting 
funds over the air by sponsors of such 
programs also will be prohibited. 

“MBC is the only network that ac- 
cepts religious programs on commercial 
basis. The policy change resulted from 
conferences between MBC and _pro- 
gram sponsors. Programs now heard on 
Sundays that will be directly affected 
are: Young People’s Church of the Air; 
Voice of Prophecy; Wesley Radio 
League; Pilgrim Hour; Old Fashion Re- 
vival Hour; Lutheran Hour; and the

Scripture Memorizing 
“Thy Word have I hid in mine heart, 


that I might not sin against thee.” 


(Psalm 119:11) 


Because Scripture memorizing is so 
important; because its importance is not 
being stressed sufficiently, or given its 
proper place these busy days; and also 
because some are asking for help along 
this line,—I am glad to give place to 
this subject this month in our Sunday 
School column. 

Childhood has been blessed with an 
alert memory. Great possibilties for good 
or for evil are contained in this attribute; 
therefore we, as Sunday School teachers 
and workers, find opportunity knocking 
loudly through this means for great 
good. 

Memorizing must be made attractive 
and natural if we are to use it to ad- 
vantage; therefore we consider the fol- 
lowing suggestions. 

Each class in Sunday School, or each 
Department, should be assigned certain 
portions of Scripture (adaptable to their 
ages) to be memorized during the year. 
The class or department should be made 
to feel that these portions of Scripture 
are for their growth and are to be con- 
sidered as accomplishments, or require- 
ments of progress for the sake of pro- 
motion. 

To present Scripture memory work to 
a class or department, as mere home- 
work, often proves to be boring to the 
pupil, and interest is soon lost. The 
teacher’s interest, explanation, and en- 
couragement, is vital and necessary; 
therefore the teacher should give Scrip- 
ture memory work, time and place, and 
that with enthusiasm. 

Let me suggest that you map out 
your memory work. So much for each 
week, throughout the year, with plenty 
of opportunity for review and drill. It 
is better to learn a little well, than to 
learn more haphazardly Cand which is 
soon to be forgotten ). 

Take your first opportunity for Scrip- 
ture memory work, to explain thorough: 
ly and in an interesting manner, the por- 
tion to be memorized; giving them a 
picture of “the whole” before you break 
it up into parts for memorization. 
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Because we learn by repetition to a 
great extent, let me make a few sug- 
gestions for methods of drill wherein 
we seek to avoid monotony. 


1. Read portion of Scripture over 
slowly and distinctly to your class about 
three times, emphasizing the more diffi- 
cult words and phrases. 


Or: Ask the class to find the portion 
of Scripture in their Bibles and read it 
together. 

Or: Having printed the verse of 
Scripture on outing flannel strips, cut 
the words apart, so as to be able to put 
it together on the board before the class, 
permitting them to follow you as you 
put it up, and then read it together from 
the board. (A blackboard may be used 
in a similar manner. ) 

In using the flannel strips, when the 
portion of Scripture is to be read the 
second time, take off a couple of the 
words. The third time take off a few 
more, etc., until the class is able to 
read the complete verse with only the 
aid of memory. When this is possible, 
the flannel strips may be divided among 
the members of the class, and the class 
timed to see how quickly they might 
put the verse. together on the board 
themselves. 

2. When the portion of Scripture is 
quite familiar to the group, read or re- 
peat the portion, omitting a word here 
and there to be filled in by the class. 

3. Repeat the first word of the verse 
or verses, and permit the class to fill in 
the second word; teacher the third, and 
the pupils the fourth, etc., until it is 
completed. ‘Then divide the class in 
half, and ask one half to say the first 
word, and the second half the second 
word; the first half, the third word, etc., 
until completed. 

4. After the verse is pretty well 
learned, ask a number of the class to 
stand each one repeating the verse but 
emphasizing a different phrase or im- 
portant word. 

5. Ask for someone in the class to 
tell you quickly how many words there 
are in the verse being drilled Cthis will 
necessitate repeating it over to them- 
selves). 

6. Quote the verse to the class or 


department omitting a word or phrase, 
or changing a few words around, and 
ask the class to correct you. 

7. Call on someone to start the quota- 
tion and continue until you say, “stop,” 
and then call on another to continue 
from there until you stop him, ete. 

No doubt other ideas of drill will 
come to you as you go along. I’m sure 
you will see an increase of interest along 
this line, and the Word is bound to bear 
fruit. 

Scripture Memory trophies, given as 
incentives to. memorization are also rec- 
ommended, and will prove to be re- 
minders of the Scripture memorized. 

God bless you in sincere effort along 
this line.

That Noise in Pentecostal Services! 

So many people have said, “I like your 
services until it comes to that noise in 
the prayer room.” These same folk, as 
they have yielded to the drawing of the 
Spirit and received the fulness, have 
grown to enjoy that noise and think the 
meeting flat and unsatisfying if not 
marked by triumph and enthusiasm. 

There was a vast difference between 
Saul and David. Saul took charge of the 
kingdom at a time when the ark of the 
covenant was in the camp of the Philis- 
tines. He had never known the sweet- 
ness of the presence of the glory of God. 
When he went in and out of the taber- 
nacle, he never missed the glory; in fact, 
had it been there he would, in all prob- 
ability, have wanted a more quiet meet- 
ing. There would have been something 
in the service from which he would 
have shrunk. But when David came to 
the throne, he missed the glory and 
fire. [he meetings were too tame and 
dead to suit him. He resolved that he 
must bring back the ark of the covenant. 
“Such tame, dead meetings,” we can 
imagine him say. “I must have some- 
thing more than this form and cere- 
mony. I must have the glory and fire.” 
It is true that he went about it in the 
wrong way at first, but he was sincere; 
and finally with great rejoicing the ark 
was brought back to Jerusalem. Poor 


Michal, Saul’s daughter—how tragic for 


her! She was on the wrong side of the 


window, and did not like the noise, with 
its accompanying manifestations, and 
expressed herself quite emphatically. 
What a warning God put in His Word 
for us when He stated that Michal was 
then and there. struck barren and re- 
mained so until death. 

There are many sitting in the services 
throughout the country, dry and barren 
of liberty and anointing glory. They 
would give anything if they could ex: 
perience the liberty and blessing that 
they see flowing through others, but 
they go from meeting to meeting with- 
out it because, like Michal, they did not 
like that noise and demonstration. 
Michal’s father never did it that way, 
so she laughed at it, too. 

It is true that the more empty some 
souls are, the more noise they make. But 
this is easily detected, and like the thistle 
heads which finally go over the sieves 
of the threshing machine out into the

“For the Lord your God proveth you, to 
know whether ye love the Lord your 
God with all your heart and with all 
your soul.” Do not be fooled by every 
one standing in a pulpit, even though 
he speak the true word of God, and even 
though his signs and wonders actually 
come to pass. God has given us a more 
sure way of judging such things. 

Again, we call your attention to | 
Samuel 19. Here we see Saul hunting 
for David “that I may slay him” (vs. 
15). He sends messengers to capture 
David, yet these messengers with mur- 
der in their hearts, fall down and proph- 
esy (vs. 20). Eventually Saul goes 
himself, with murder in his heart, and 
he likewise falls down and _ prophesies 
(vs. 23,24). Observe, please, that the 
record expressly says that the Spirit of 
God was upon both the messengers and 
Saul. Truly, here are more of the things 
which Peter says are “hard to be under- 
stood,” and concerning which we should 
beware. ;

ian,” and Dr. Young, “sifter.” Some 
have thought that by a “watcher and an 
holy one” in verse thirteen two rather 
than one are meant, but this is a mistake. 
The words, “and an holy one,” are de- 
signed to set forth the character of the 
“watcher.” Young renders it, “a sifter, 
even a holy one.” God has His kingdom 
thoroughly organized. It is likely that an 
angel has been assigned to watch over 
each nation, and it would appear, each 
individual. Read Matt. 18:10. These 
angels therefore are fittingly called 


“Watchers.” It is indeed a solemn 
thought. We are being continually 
watched . by divinely commissioned 


“Watchers.” And it is quite evident that 
these “watchers” have been given au- 
thority so that they can issue decrees 
backed by the power of God who is at 
the head of the government of the uni- 
verse. This is Young’s rendering of verse 
seventeen. “By the decree of the sifters 
is the sentence, and by the saying of the 
holy ones the requirement, to the intent 
that the living may know that the Most 
High is ruler in the kingdom of men, 
and to whom He willeth He giveth it, 
and the lowest of men He doth raise up 
over it.” 


Ii. The Interpretation of the Dream 
Verses 19-27. We read here concern- 
ing Daniel that— 


1. He was astonished for one hour 
and his thoughts troubled him. It was 
not because he did not know the mean- 
ing of the dream; he knew. The revela- 
tion of the approaching humiliation of 
the great monarch whom he had learned 
to respect astounded him until he 
seemed temporarily to be deprived of 
speech; we would say that he was struck 
dumb. We are not to understand that a 
literal “hour” is meant. Rotherham says, 
in his translation, that he “was astonished 
for about one moment,” and in a foot- 
note adds, “Or, for a short time.” Dr. 
Alex. Gordon says he “was stunned for 
a moment.” 


2. The king appealed to him not to 
let the dream or the interpretation trouble 
him. He doubtless saw that Daniel knew 
that the dream was a revelation of im- 
pending trouble; the countenance of 
Daniel indicated this, and he desired to 
set the mind of Daniel at ease. Some 
one has suggested that he meant to say, 
“The dream is not going to trouble me, 
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neither will the interpretation, it matters 
not what the interpretation may be. 
Therefore it should not trouble thee.” 
But that can hardly be, for the king had 
already been made afraid. 

3. He courteously expressed a wish 
that the dream might have portended dis- 
aster to the king’s enemies rather than 
to the king himself. “My lord, the dream 
be to them that hate thee, and the inter- 
pretation thereof to thine enemies.” Or, 
in other words, “I wish that I could tell 
thee that it relates to thine enemies rath- 
er than to thyself, that it is a revelation 
of what is to befall those that hate thee 
rather than a disclosure of what is to 
befall thee.” 

4. He faithfully interpreted the 
dream aright, and said in substance to 
Nebuchadnezzar what Nathan said to 
David, “Thou art the man.” 

5. He courageously advised the king 
to break off his sins by righteousness, 
and his iniquities by showing mercy to 
the poor, intimating at the same time 
that in the event he should do so there 
might be a lengthening of his tran- 
quility. Gordon renders it, “Then per- 
haps your prosperity may be prolonged.” 
This, it appears, was merely a hope ex- 
pressed by the prophet; he was not at 
all sure that a reformation on the part 
of the king would set aside, or even de- 
lay, the execution of the sentence de- 
creed by the “watchers.” 


IV. The Prophetically Announced Purpose 
og God Accomplished. 


Verses 28;33. Notice— 


1. The opportunity given for repent- 
ance. It was not until a year had gone by 
that the dream was fulfilled. We are re- 
minded of the words, “Lord, let it alone 
this year also, till I shall dig about it and 
dung it: and if it bear fruit, well: and if 
not, then after that thou shalt cut it 
down” (Luke 13:8,9). There is no evi- 
dence that the advice of Daniel was 
heeded by the king; he apparently made 
no effort to “break off his sins by right- 
eousness and his iniquities by showing 
mercy to the poor.” Had he done so the 
calamity that befell him might have 
been averted altogether, for God is 
merciful. He who spared Nineveh after 
Jonah had delivered God’s message, “Yet 
forty days, and Nineveh shall be de- 
stroyed,” might have spared Nebuchad- 
nezzar. See Jonah 3:10. 

2. The king’s pride in what he re- 
garded as his achievement. “Is not this 


great Babylon, that I have built for the 


house of the kingdom by the might of 
my power, and for the honor of my 
majesty?” Mark the pronouns “I” and 
“my.” He had done it, and had done it 
by the might of his own power, for the 
honor of his own majesty! Beware, O 
boaster! Thou hast nothing to boast of. 
ReadiJer. 9:23, 24; 1 Cor. 1226 215477, 
10:31; 2. Cor. 10:17, 18; Gal, G14 

3. The voice from heaven. “While 
the word was in the king’s mouth, there 
fell a voice from heaven,” etc. Verses 
31, 32. It was the voice of God, or the 
voice of the “watcher” of verse thirteen, 
who spoke with divine authority. Neb- 
uchadnezzar probably heard the voice; 
it appears to have been the last voice he 
heard before he became as a beast of the 
field, and it is likely that when his rea- 
son at the end of seven years was re- 
stored to him, he recalled immediately 
that “voice from heaven,” remembering 
what it had said, so that there was no 
doubt in his mind that what had be- 
fallen him was a divine judgment, the 
judgment that might have been averted 
had he heeded the admonition of the 
faithful prophet. 

4. The immediate execution of the 
sentence. “The same hour was the thing 
fulfilled upon Nebuchadnezzar.” 

V. The Salutary Effort Upon the King. 

Verses 34-37. This heading will be 
discussed in detail in the next issue, the 
theme being, “The Mental Madness of 
Nebuchadnezzar and the Resultant Con- 
version of the King.”

There are some ministers who hardly 
think the gospel is intended to come per- 
sonally home to the people. I read of one 
who said that when he preached to sin- 
ners he did not like to look the congre- 
gation in the face for fear they would 
think he meant to be personal, so he 
looked up at the ventilator. Oh! that fear 
of man has been the ruin of many min- 
isters. They never dared to preach right 
at the people. We have heard of ser- 
mons being preached before this and 
that honorable company. But preaching 
sermons before people is not God’s way. 
We must preach sermons at the people, 
directly at them, to show that it is not the 
waving of the sword in the air like a 
juggler’s sport, but it is getting the sword 
right into the conscience and the heart! 
This is the true calling of every minister

Word has been received from Selective Service Headquarters, Washing- 
ton, D. C., that only those students for the ministry in recognized theological 
schools who have been accepted and have actually begun their course of 
training not later than July Ist, will be entitled to consideration for defer- 
ment from military service on the ground that they are students for the min- 
istry; also that students already classified in IV-D are likely to lose their 
classification and be required to enter the armed forces if they fail to 
continue their studies during the period that normally would be devoted 
to a summer vacation. 

We quote from a letter received from Washington: “It is the policy 
of this Headquarters that if a local board or board of appeal determines 
that such registrant, during his summer vacation, has ceased to be a student 
preparing for the ministry, and classified such student as available for mili- 
tary service, this Headquarters will not normally look with favor upon a 
request for administrative action to have the case of such registrant recon- 
sidered or reviewed.” 

This requirement, on the part of the government, makes it necessary 
for us to continue the school throughout the period normally given to a 
summer vacation, operating the institution on what Selective Service Head- 
quarters calls “a twelve-month, year-around basis.” Otherwise our students 
who have already been classified in IV-D would lose their classification. 

Special attention is called to the fact that the new year will begin 
July Ist, instead of in the following fall, as we had planned. Students who 
are intending to enroll as theological students, preparing for the ministry, 
musi enroll and be in school not later than that date, if they expect con- 
sideration on behalf of their respective draft boards. There seems to be 
little hope that those who enroll at a later date will be granted favorable 
consideration.
